The Textile and Auxiliary Machinery Faetery (Fabryka Maszy* laiarskleh 1 
Pemecniczyeh). ul. Spaeerewa 10, Szeoeoia (Stettia) -ahd lamlaiVn Gdfa ( Lands ihut) 
was known aa the State Fictery fer Aircraft Faria, Ha. 2 (Fanatwowe Wytwornia 
Cseael Letniezyoh) la 1947. Presumably, the preduotien of parts for aircraft 
was plaaasd, hut jthla was sever carried eut. Ia 1948 the aaae vaa ohaaged te 
tha Armament Equipment Factary (Vytwarala Sprsetu Uabrejenia) at which tins It 
teak ever the naaufaeture ef military eaglaeerlag equipment. Ia 1949, the same 
waa ahaaged te the Textile aad Auxiliary Haohlaery Faetery, presumably fer 
eever pur pesos. 

Farmer ly, It waa a German faetery which produced Irea dears fer haagers, parts 
far subtnarlae hatches aad bulkheads, Tellar mlaaa aad V 1 parts durlag tha last 
war. 

Ia 1951 tha factary smplayed approximately 900 workers. Its produotlca caaalated 
ef . tha fsllewimgt 

a. Featamasi aaly 36 were produced batweaa 1950 aad the aprlag af 

1951, amd these were all eamalgaad to tha military 
esmmissiem ef tha Armed Farces. 

b. Bridge oenstruotismsi produced 1m two porta far a hridgo 250 m. loag, 

e. Parts for Ureas tractors (mud guards, bstton plates (Bosdsa), seats, 
amd various small ports fer the frqme). 

d. Drylag lastallatiome far wool aad flax. 
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4. I* 1948 the production of sapper equipment was only in the trial stages. Th© 
plans for pentoens and bridge con struct iems had been worked out by the Soviet 
engineer. General Ovchinnikov. 

5* Actual production ©f pontoons started in 1950, with primitive equipment. The 
individual parts produced in th© factory often did not fit together. Also, the 
plans were frequently altered during production. A fire engine pump was used 
for pumping water in and out of the pontoons for water tightness tests. A 
basin for such trials was net built until 1951* The dimensions ©f the pentoens 
wore as fellows: length, 6 m. ; width, 2£r m. ; thickness of sheet metal, 1 % nm. 

6. Simultaneously, with the start of pontoon product ion, bridge constructions were 
put in hand after previous tests. b inee them, and up to the spring of 1951, 
parts for a bridge 250 meters long have boon produced, the bridge being in twe 
parts. The bridge consisted of iron triangles 2.5 m. high with a 2 m. base. 

(See attachec sketch). All component parts of the bridge were welded. The 
bridge was approximately 6|- m, wide and the load capacity was about 60 tons* 

7. The buildings of the factory include a one-story carpentry shop, a main production 
hall, 300 x 400 m. and a mechanical engineering shop, 100 x 300 m. 

8. It is believed that this factory will b© taken over by the army for the 
production ©f war equipment. 
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
